Authorities are investigating the 
theft of a large amount of dyna- 
mite several days before twin 
blasts touched off Negro rioting 
in this city and threw sparks of 
racial unrest all over the nation. 
•*Two cases of dynamite were 
stolen from a storage house prior 
to the May 11 bombings of a Ne- 
gro house and motel Sheriff Hcl- 
vin Bailey disclosed Sunday. Nor- 
mally, that would be 100 pounds.

amount," 


said Bailey. "There is plenty of 
loose dynamite in this area."

the chimneys of Tibetan villages. 


He also described, as matter- 


of-factly as though it was really 
nothing at all, how he glided his 
spacecraft manually back to earth 
after all the automatic methods 
had failed.

Wamon Milum, 80, who served in 
the Arkansas Senate longer than 
anyone else, died Sunday at a 
Harrison hospital after a long ill- 
ness. 


Milum often was called the dean 


of the Senate. He served from 1923 
to 1945 and returned in 1953 and 
served until his retirement last 
year. 


A native of Lead Hill and a 1904

The Milum Road Bill, passed in

bedding" is the fate of 40,000 fire- 
men on freight and yard trains. 


A presidential commission last 


year proposed that the jobs of 
thsee firemen be eliminated—with 
13,000 low seniority men being dis- 
missed immediately and the other 
27,000 jobs being eliminated as 
men retire, die or move to other 
jobs.

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Ernie Davis 
Succumbs to 
Leukemia

.CLEVELAND (AP) — Close 
friends of Ernie Davis believe the 
football star knew the end was 
near,, although' he was cheerful 
and uncomplaining to the last. 


The 23-year-old star died Satur- 


day in Lakeside Hospital, 36 hours 
after he entered the hospital for 
treatment of acute leukemia. 


Before going to the hospital, 


Davis stopped to chat with Arthur 
Moclell,, president of the Cleveland 
Browns. 


"His neck was swollen consid- 


erably and we all knew what it 
meant," Moclell said. "He was 
coming by to say good-bye to me 
and the others." But Davis said 
only that his throat hurt a little 
it was nothing serious and that 
he would be out of the hospital 
in a few days . 


Davis became a national hero 


at Syracuse University. He was 
the only Negro to win the Heis- 
man Trophy, an honor accorded 
to the nation's outstanding colle- 
giate football player. That award 
in 1961 and getting to meet and 
talk to President Kennedy were 
his greatest treasures. 


He signed a three-year contract 


for $80,000 with the Cleveland 
Browns in Januuary, 1962, includ. 
ing a bonus for $15,000. But the 
deadly blood disease sent him to 
a hospital while at the All-Star 
camp on Aug. 1, and he never 
got to play a game for the- Na- 
tional. .Football League club. 
j Three months of treatment tem- 
porarily arrested the disease, for 
about six months. During that pe- 
riod Ernie underwent a condition- 
ing program in hopes that he 
would be; able to play for the 
Browns.

immigrant 
Has Sympathy 
of Americans 


By PHYLLIS BATT6LLE 


NEW YORK — The 
average 


kindly American tends to feel 
sympathy for the immigrant who 
comes to the U.S.A., unable 
to 


speak English. This is natural 
and good. 


In literally thousands of cases, 


however, the no-speak-English im- 
migrant is vastly ore successful 
than the average kindly American. 


Why should this be? 
Because 


our society is based on a theory 
of minimum work for maximum 
pay, and' the) foreign-born can un- 
derstand that about as well as he 
grasps five-syllable words. 
He 


generally works twice as hard as 
his native-born neighbor to com- 
pensate for his strangeness. 


Even more interesting is the 


phenmoenon of the man of for- 
eign tongue who rises to great 
heights in the field of the Ameri- 
can arts — the theatre and liter- 
ature — where a knowledge of the 
English language is essential. For 
years, for example, Hollywood's 
top screenwriters have been men 
who came to this country with 
little or no ability to speak, much 
less write, dialogue in the Amer- 
ican idiom. 


"I never took lessons in Eng- 


lish." says one of the most suc- 
cessful of these. "The way I 
learned English was by going to 
three double features a week, for 


10 cents each, which was all I 
could afford back in the thirties. 
I learned language from Clauclette 
Colbert and Clark Gable, 
you 


might say. And they often were 
reciting language from 
scripts 


given to them by immigrants who 
had ffed Europe during World War 


I.A.L. Diamond is his name. 


He's one of the top screenplay 
artists in Hollywood 
("Love in 


The Afternoon." "Some Like 
It 


Hot," which won him an oscar, 
"The Apartment," "One, Two 
Three"). He came to New York 
in 1929, at the age of nine, from 
Ungheni, Romania,, and settled in 
Brooklyn, N.Y., with his father a 
merchant. 


"In school," he says, "the only 


thing I 
could manage without 


problems, because of the lang- 
uage, was mathematics. We de- 
cided, in that case, I'd' better try 
to be an engineer.

"I have a philosophy — when 


you have to learn a language late

in your 


car, rather than being taken for 
granted. I don't know, but it 
seems wren you stiart speaking a 
native tongue at the age of two, 
you take it as such a matter of 
course you develop a tin ear to 
its nuances." 


Diamond — who is physically 


as long and drawn out as his 
scenarios never are — is living 
proof of his theory. After high 
school, still planning a major 
in 


math, he enrolled in Columbia 
University.. But during his fresh- 
man year, he wrote the famed Co- 
lumbia varsity show, it was such 
a smash, he was assigned to 
write the next three annual shows 
— as well as becoming editor of 
the Columbia Daily Spectator. Be- 
fore he was even graduated, on
